It ig known that Mr. Delmas is

There are numerous witnesses tha* 
could be called in rebuttal, including 
alienists for the state who have been 
in court every day since the trial 
opened, studying Thaw Howard Nes- 
blt, a brother of Mrs. Harry K. Thaw;
